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Claims 1-4, 7, 8, 10, 13-17 and 21 are rejected under 35 USC 103 as 
unpatentable over Miyazawa in view of Sumihara for the explicit reasons stated in the 
previous office action (9-15-04). 

Claims 5, 6, and 18-20 are rejected under 35 USC 103 as unpatentable over 
Mizawa in view of Sumihara and combined with Sawayama for the specific reasons 
stated in the previous office action. 

Regarding applicants remarks, the examiner cannot agree that "it is clear" that 
the Sumihara moving body made from carbon fiber reinforced resin composite material 
is electrically conductive. The reference cited by applicant (Morita, issued January 18, 
2005) does not show either the specific combinations of the resin materials used by 
Sumihara, or the weight percent of carbon fibers necessary to render a composite 
material electrically conductive. The reference is directed to a specific improved carbon 
fiber structure and methods of manufacturing such fibers. Sumihara notes the carbon 
fiber content is chosen for its physical (not electrical) attributes (see e.g. col. 6 lines 2- 
17). Sumihara also notes the carbon fiber content can be as low as 5 weight percent 
(how "conductive" could such a material be?). Note only that but Sumihara specifically 
selects carbon fibers because compared with any other type of inorganic fiber, such as 
glass fiber of the same given content the ability to increase moving body rigidity with a 
lower fiber content". Thus, although preferring carbon fibers, the useW glass fibers is 
specifically taught. Certainly glass fiber reinforced resin would be an insulator, (see 
col. 6, lines 9-15). Also, Sumihara broadly teaches using a pure resin body" the present 
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invention is made based on a new idea to form the moving body with a resin material — 
"(see col. 5 line 67- col. 6 line 2).
